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Proposal Brings 
Strong Opposition

North Street residents are up-in-arms 

over yet another comprehensive permit 
proposal in their neighborhood and spoke 
at length in opposition to the proposed 
“Brookside Estates’ at Monday eve- 
ning’s first hearing before the Zoning 
Board of Appeals. 
_ Winn Development of Boston is propos- 
ing 190 rental units directly across North 
St. from the 48-unit “Northwoods” devel- 
opment that is also currently being ex- 
amined by the board. 

Winn seeks to construct 12 housing 
buildings and one community center 
building for the 36.4 acre site, eight acres 
of which is wetlands. Atty. Gerald Co- 
hen, representing the developer, ex- 
plained that buildings will cover 2.1 
acres and roads another 3.81 acres, for a 
total land coverage of six acres, or 16 
percent of the total parcel. 

According to Cohen, gross density of 
the project is 5.21 units per acre, and if 
the wetlands areas are not included in 
the calculations, density rises to 7.2 units 
per upland acre. In short, 43 percent of 
the property will be covered by roads 
and buildings or is wet. The remaining 57 
percent of the parcel will remain in tact 
as open space. 

Access to the development will be by 
one of two access roads off North St. One 
of the two roads will lead to a three- 
building section seperated from the other 
buildings by a wetlands area. The other 
road will give access to the community 
center and the other nine housing build- 
ings. This second roadway will have to 
be approved by the Conservation Com- 
mission due to the intention of the devel- 
oper to cross a small portion of the 
wetlands area.

The developer will bring the existing 
sewer line up North St. and into the de- 
velopment and has offered sewer system 
tie-in to North St. residents as the line is 
brought past their homes—at the devel- 
oper’s expense. 

Each of the buildings will contain 22 
units, and one building, three stories 
with an elevator, will be marketed to- 
ward elderly occupancy. 

In total, there will be 22 one-bedroom 
units (marketed toward the elderly), 14 
two-bedroom units, 67 two-bedroom with 
den units, 67 three-bedroom units and 20 
three-bedroom townhouse units, all lo- 
cated in two and three-story woodframe 
buildings. 

Twenty-five percent of the devel- 
opment, about 47 units, will be ‘‘afforda- 
ble’ under the state’s SHARP Program, 
(State Housing Assistance for Rental 
Production), which offers rental subsi- 
dies for those who meet the income 
guidelines to receive such subsidies. Un-

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A Pleasant Troublemaker Leaves 
Andover Better For Her Presence

One of the first things Janet D. Lake 
did when she moved to Andover 29 years 
ago was make trouble. 

An insurance company that wanted to 
build right near her house found an un- 
welcome neighbor-in Lake. The company 
wanted to rezone four houses near the 
interchange of routes 133 and 93. 

“‘My neighbors all said, ‘There’s noth- 
ing we can do about it,’ ’’ Lake said. “‘I 
didn’t accept that.”’ 

So she talked to her neighbors and re- 
searched deeds and talked to govern- 
ment representatives until she 
discovered a federal regulation that pre- 
vented such a building from going up. 

“T went to town meeting and said, 
‘Hey, you can’t do that.’ ”’ 

And they didn’t. 

“T think there’s great hope for the fu- 
ture of this town because there were 
enough people (at the last town meeting) 
who asked tough questions,”’ Lake said. 
“As long as you have a reasonable num- 
ber of gadflies, the town is safe.”’ 

Lake, 63, says she’s always been a 
gadfly. Since she and her husband, Her- 
bert, and their two children moved to 
Andover, she’s kept herself busy, very 
busy. She was active in the League of 
Women Voters, helped organize and run 
the Andover chapter of the American 
Field Service, served on the Council of 
Aging, founded the Haven (now known 
as Andover’s Senior Center) and is for- 
mer director and outgoing program 
chairman of Carvell Chapter for the 
Blind. She was also the first woman to be 
elected to the Board of Selectmen. 

“T’ve always been involved; it’s my 
reason for being. When the kids were in 
school, and they were asked, ‘Whose 
mother will do ...?,’ it was always me.”’ 

Lake says her activities gave her a 
sense of self-sufficiency and a way to 
make a lonely day go by faster. She left 
college to marry a Navy man, and his 
long absences forced her to be indepen- 
dent, she said. 

“T found it difficult being a young 
mother whose husband was always 
away. I was always thousands of miles 
away from family. I was lonely and mis- 
erable. But I learned to cope with it. I 
had to.”’ 

Lake found out how to change a wall 
socket and a spark plug, how to rewire a 
lamp and take care of a distributor cap. 
When her husband retired as a lieutenant 
commander and took a job at Raytheon 
Corp. in 1958, Lake said the first thing 
she thought was, ‘‘At least now I won’t be 
the one who knows all the garage me- 
chanics and the plumbers and the elec- 
tricians.”’ 

If they’re in Andover though, she prob- 
ably knows them. Thirty years ago, Lake 
had never even heard of the town, and 
now she calls it ‘‘my family.” Her years 
in Andover were one of the longest peri- 
ods of time she ever settled in one place. 


“T knew we were going to stay, and I 
loved it,” she said. 

But now it’s time to move again, to a 
new house south of Myrtle Beach, S.C., 
where “‘there’s no snow.”’ 

“‘My husband said to me, ‘I don’t care 
where you want to move as long as it’s 
— of the Mason-Dixon Line,’ ” she 
said. 

“But leaving Andover is much more 
difficult for me, because he’s not as at- 
tached to it as I am. I don’t think we’ve 
left any place we’ve lived when I haven’t 
cried.” 

One of the marks Lake is leaving be- 
hind is the Senior Center, originally the 
Haven, a senior citizen gathering place 
which she founded. When she was ap- 
pointed to the first Council on Aging in 
1966, Lake discovered that a common re- 
quest of Andover’s seniors was a drop-in 
center. The Haven, she said, was set up 
to fulfill that request and ‘“‘enrich peo- 
ple’s lives.” 

But it wasn’t done without a struggle, 
Lake said. Federal subsidies helped, and 
the Council asked for money from the 
town. 

“At the meeting, a man stood up and 
said, ‘I’m over 65, and I don’t need a se-

nior center,” Lake remembered. “I got 
back to the microphone and smiled and 
said, ‘That’s wonderful. We’re very hap- 

y for you, that you have family and 
Py ends close by and a place to go when 
you’re lonely. Unfortunately, some of us 
don’t.’ 

“We got our money.” 

The Haven, which was located at 15 
Barnard St., where Dolan’s Seafood is 
now, was open weekends and holidays — 
‘‘any time that was a lonely time.” 

Since then the Haven has gone through 
three locations, two directors and one 
name change. Not all those changes 
were for the better, according to Lake, 
who said the center has metamorphosed 
from ‘‘a consumer-run organization to a 
government-run organization.” 

“It’s open from 8:30 to 4:30 on week- 
days. It isn’t the drop-in center it used to 
be,”’ Lake said. ‘I remember meeting a 
widower on Main Street. He had no chil- 
dren, and his family were in Nova Scotia 
somewhere. He said to me, ‘I don’t know 
what I’d do without the Haven. It’s my 
family.’ And that’s really what it was all 
about.” 

Doris Hudgins, director of the Haven 
from 1972-77, agreed that the senior cen-

ter isn’t the same. “It’s too bad (Lake) 
has to leave,”’ she said. 

Hudgins said Lake was a driving force 
behind the center. ‘She was a worker — 
she’s the same way now,” said Hudgins, 
who ran a beauty salon in Haverhill be- 
fore she started volunteering at the Ha- 
ven. ‘‘Janet is one that gets a thing done, 
one you could always depend on.”’ 

Lake’s interest in the concerns of the 
aging didn’t stop with the Haven. She has 
been writing ‘For Those Of Us Who Are 
Older,” a weekly column in the TOWNS- 
MAN, for 19 years. 

Through her column, Lake said, ‘I 
have tried to keep (senior citizens) 
aware of things that are available to 
them. I have also tried to include infor- 
mation for their families and to help peo- 
ple understand that there is help, that 
they’re not alone.” 

In 1974, Lake decided to run for a posi- 
tion on the Board of Selectmen. She said 
to a friend, ‘‘Give me one reason why I 
shouldn’t.”’ 

“Because you’re a woman,” he said. 

“Well, if that’s the only reason, that’s 
no reason.” 

Lake did run and won the election. She

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Town’s Conservation Devotee Retiring 


For the last 30 years or so, Virginia ‘“‘Dina’”’ Ham- 
mond has been at the forefront of the land conserva- 
tion movement in Andover. 

When she first moved to town in the early 1950s, 
after marrying Edmond E. Hammond, Jr., a Phillips 
Academy instructor, she became active in the local 
League of Women Voters. 

Shortly thereafter, she was elected to the Planning 
Board on which she served for “‘about ten years.” She 
most recently has served, for the past ten years, as a 
Conservation Agent in the town’s Conservation Com- 
mission.

A 1939 graduate of Cornell University with a bache- 
lor’s degree in Geology, Hammond gravitated toward 
planning. When a housing crunch hit Andover in the 
early 1950s following WWII, “opportunists’” began 
buying up large tracts of land in town and developing. 

She was named to a zoning study committee in the 
hopes of fleshing out the “‘bare bones of zoning”’ estab- 
lished in 1936. “The Planning Board didn’t even know 
there was a subdivision control law,”’ she recalls. 

On the committee were many now well-known 
names—Sid White and Bud O’Brien, who was an up- 
and-coming lawyer, later to become town counsel. 
The group adopted the subdivision control law and 
established interim zoning to protect the town. 

Hammond comments that the interim zoning was 
not particularly sophisticated, consisting of nothing 
more than ‘‘drawing circles around town hall’’ on a 
map, with the areas in the cirles closest to town hall 
having the largest square-footage requirements. 

Once elected to the Planning Board, Dina recalls 
that ‘‘a lot happened in a few years...We were all 
green and new....We didn’t know what it meant.” The 
chairman at the time was of the ‘‘old school’’ and she 


and other boardmembers “‘staged a rebellion...out- J *4 ~ 


voted the old man on typewriters or something and he 
resigned in a huff.” 

The board began voting in favor of plans, but 
“didn’t know what we were doing.’”’ Eventually, the 
board hired planners, the first of which was Roland 
Greeley from MIT, to whom Dina gives a great deal of 
credit for establishing the foundation of the current 
bylaws and regulations. 

‘In the early years, the state passed laws about 
regional planning’’ and so, in addition to her position 
on the Planning Board, she also served as a delegate 
to the Greater Lawrence regional planning board and 
for some time served as its chairman. When the re- 
gion was later expanded, concentration came to rest 
on Haverhill. 

Hammond resigned from the Planning Board after 
10 years of service in order to accompany her hus- 
band to Spain for a year. Upon her return, an environ- 
mentalist at heart, Hammond began “helping out” 
the Conservation Commission. 

In 1977, the Town Manager appointed Hammond a 
Conservation Agent on the commission, where she 
served until her recent retirement. 

One would expect that a conservationist would 
agree with residents who think Andover is as devel- 
oped as possible now, but Hammond doesn’t, and ac- 
tually feels that the town is ‘‘far from it.”

Hammond also forsees the development of many 
properties that really should be set aside for conser- 
vation purposes and protection of the watershed, un- 
less the town acts swiftly in their acquisition, but it 
will be costly.

“very developable” properties, they will be very 
expensive. 

“The town should be bracing itself to spend a pile of 
dough. The $1 million passed at Town Meeting was 
peanuts in comparison to what we need to protect our 
open space and watershed.”’ Although she saw a lot of 
voter support for a transfer tax, also known as the 
“Land Bank Article’ before it was withdrawn at 
Town Meeting, she feels that those voters ‘“‘are going 


~- to have to put their money where their mouths are.”’ 


The passage of the land bank article would have 


® instituted a transfer tax on all major property pur- 


chases and transfers, and the resulting money would 
have been set aside for conservation acquisition. Un- 
fortunately, legislation at the state level would have 
had to be passed to institute such a program, and that 
was unlikely. The state legislature is currently exam- 
ining a possible state-wide program, and is putting 
“thome rule’’ petitions on the back burner until they 
come to a conclusion on state-wide proposals. 

Hammond considers herself ‘‘a passionate believer 
in the democratic process,” although she fears that it 
may be too late when some program or another is 
instituted. 

Even though Hammond and her husband will be 
moving to a home they purchased in Brunswick, 
Maine, she intends on keeping in close contact with 
her friends and colleages in Andover, and surely will 
keep abreast of environmental concerns in this town 
to which she contributed 30 years of service. 

With a laugh, she comments that her husband, who 
was born in Andover, is “feeling less of the transplant 
shock...I hate to leave...” but considering the amount 
of open space they wanted, it would be impossible for 
the Hammonds to remain in town. 

Hammond expects to be very happy in Brunswick— 
“‘Tt’s like Andover was 25 years ago’’—but Andover 
coerce will not be the same without Dina Ham- 
mond.

Barbara Connolly 


Gains Degree 
Between Naps 


Barbara Connolly is very certain how much 
she has gained during her four years at the Uni- 
versity of Lowell. 

‘Not only did I receive a bachelor’s degree, 
but also I met motivated, young people in a posi- 
tive role, something I rarely have the opportuni- 
ty to do on my job,” the Andover police sergeant 
said. 

Connolly is a December ULowell graduate 
who received her degree during commencement 
ceremonies. A resident of Methuen and the 
daughter of Edmond Connolly, 66 High St., And- 
over, and the late Anne Connolly, she worked 
the ‘‘graveyard shift” as a patrolman and took 
classes during the day through the university's 
Second Chance program. Second Chance is open 
to the mature student who may wish to take un- 
dergraduate day courses but is unable to attend 
school full time because of commitments to fam- 
ily or work. 

Connolly’s early education included attending 
two years at Fitchburg State College after high 
school with credits leading to a degree in el- 
ementary education. “‘I felt that career was not 
for me so I quit at Fitchburg and attended 
Northern Essex part time,” she said. 

An interest in law enforcement led her to the 
job as patrolman in the Andover department 
where she has been for seven years. Her asso- 
ciation with ULowell began in 1983 when she was 
invited to speak to a friend’s sociology class 
about her experiences as a female police officer. 

“The flexibility of course scheduling through 
the Second Chance program fit in with my work 
schedule. Of course, it was still a crazy sched- 
ule. Not everyone would choose to do what I 
did,’”’ she said with a laugh, remembering how 
her life moved on between naps. 

“T’d get off work at 9 a.m., go to,class, come 


hpme and nap, do homework, nap, ruh’ertands. 


nap, then go to work at 1 a.m.,’’ she recalled. 

While gaining a degree was not a prerequisite 
for her present rank of sergeant, she feels that 
the study skills she developed taking courses 
helped her prepare for the civil service exam 
which led to the promotion. The completion of a 
degree also earned her a 20 percent pay in- 
crease. 

Another gain was the exposure to four com- 
puter courses. “Computers are becoming in- 
creasingly important in law enforcement and in 
some states they are already installed in cruis- 
ers for instant license checks. It’s just a matter 
of time before Massachusetts follows suit,’’ she 
pointed out. 

Connolly was not the only one who benefitted 
from her attendance at ULowell. Calling herself 
an ‘“‘armed social worker,’’ she recalls that stu- 
dents in her criminal justice classes frequently 
asked her for real life examples to help explain 
and, sometimes, refute the theory they learned 
in class. 

“They really wanted to know what it’s like 
‘out there’ on patrol on a Saturday night. I also 
was able to help them with practical informa 
tion including where and when civil service ex- 
ams are given,’’ she remembers. 

Connolly’s plans to apply to graduate school so 
that she will be prepared to teach criminal jus- 
tice courses at the community college level. She 
will also work toward a promotion to lieutenant 
in the Andover department. 

Connolly feels that the greatest value to her 
education at ULowell has been to gain a betater 
understanding of the role the police officer plays 
in the criminal justice system. ‘‘We don’t make 
the laws, we just enforce them and turn the of- 
fender over to the courts.

said she spent ‘‘a very, very interesting and 
challenging three years’ as Andover’s first 
woman selectman. 

She said that when she was first introduced to 
the assistant town manager as Selectman Lake, 
he went to shake hands with her husband, who 
was beside her. 

“T was very firm in insisting that I not be 
called ‘selectwoman’ or ‘selectperson.’ I wanted 
it to be thoroughly understood that I could do the 
job as well as a man.” 

During her term in office, Lake, a self-de- 
scribed conservative, tried to curb spending. 
Another of her goals was to prevent the central 
business district from expanding into outlying 


areas. 

Working with her, said George Heseltine, who 
was on the board with Lake, was a treat. 

“T don’t think I ever ran into anybody who had 
the town of Andover so much in her heart,’’ said 
Heseltine, who lives in Hampton, N.H. “‘When 
she got into something she gave it her all. I 
wished she could have stayed on longer.” 

Lake was defeated in her bid for reelection to 
the board by Edward M. Harris in 1977. 

That ended her political career, but not her 
civic one. Lake has been characteristically busy 
in a host of activities and says she doesn’t intend 
to quit now that she’s moving south. 

“There are things that need to be done down 
there,” she said. She and her husband plan to 
teach basic reading to illiterate people while 
they are in South Carolina. 

“I’m not leaving my white knight suit in 
Andover,”’ she said.

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To Focus On 
Housing Crisis 


The Merrimack Valley’s growing housing cri- 
sis will be the focus of a conference on Saturday, 
June 13, from 8:30 a.m. to 3:30 p.m. in Gildea 

*~ Hall’s Murray Lounge at Merrimack College, 
North Andover. 

Designed for religious and community lead- 
ers, the conference is sponsored by Merrimack 
College, the Merrimack Valley Housing Part- 
nership and the Ethnic Covenant. 

Keynote speakers will be Rev. Michael Gro- 
den, director of the planning office for urban 
affairs of the Archdiocese of Boston, and Chuck 
Matthei, director of the Institute for Community 
Economics in Greenfield. Five morning 
workshops will analyze the many dimensions of 
the valley’s housing crisis, including the ‘‘tradi- 
tional’’ and ‘‘new’’ homeless, slum tenements 
and blighted neighborhoods, displacement due 
to urban renewal, subsidized housing and resis- 
tance to low-cost housing in upscale neighbor- 
hoods. 

Afternoon workshops will focus on strategies 
for addressing the housing problem: temporary 
shelters, the reuse of older buildings for afforda- 
ble housing, code enforcement and rent review, 
financing affordable housing in the next decade 
and corporate responsibility for housing. 

‘“‘We are seeking understanding and new allies 
so that together we may respond more effective- 
ly to the cry for decent, affordable shelter,’’ ex- 
plained Jay Klemundt of the Ethnic Covenant, 
an alliance of 35 parish and community organi- 
zations in the region. “It is our hope that the 
conference will bring community and religious 
leaders together and then to inform them and 
inspire them to address the growing housing cri- 
sis in our region.”’

These paintings are taken from five individual 
series created by Cook over the past two years.

Walking Tour

Andover is a town with a past. 

Few communities have roots that dig as deep 
into American history as Andover. One of the 
main goals of the Andover Historical Society is 
to introduce residents, old and new alike, to the 
intriguing tale of their town. 

As part of that effort, the society’s education 
curator, Barbara Thibault, will conduct a walk- 
ing tour of historic Ballardvale on Sunday, June 
7, from 2 p.m. to 4 p.m. Participants will meet at 
the railroad crossing parking lot at Andover and 
Tewksbury Streets. There is a small admission 
fee for non-members and, in case of rain, Ruth 
Sharpe will show a slide show, ‘‘Ballardvale in 
its Heyday,” at the society’s Main Street head- 
quarters. Local historian Sharpe provided inval- 
uable research and materials for the walking 
tour and slide show. 

The Ballardvale Historic District, listed on the 
National Register of Historic Places, encom- 
passes a tightly knit though diverse community 
that has significantly retained its mid-19th cen-

tury characteristics. Ballardvale was the first of 
Andover’s DY crane mill villages. The Ballard- 
vale Manufacturing Company was established 
in 1836 by an association of local investors. 

Located along the banks of the Shawsheen 
River, the area was named for the Ballard fami- 
ly, one of Andover’s founding settlers, and for 
the natural valley. Water power was harnassed 
first by Timothy Ballard who operated grist and 
saw mills here and then by the manufacturing 
company which built a 200-foot-long dam. 

Ballardvale mills became world renowned 
producing flannels, worsted goods and delaines. 
Other factories soon developed. By the 1860s 
Ballardvale bustled with industrial and com- 
mercial activities supported by the railroad de- 
pot, post office, millinery shop, shoe shops, pool 
room, barber shop, bowling alley, tailor, black- 
smith, tavern and several general stores. 
Churches, a school and entertainment hall con- 
tributed to the cultural life of the villagers. 

The early employees of the factories were 
skilled Scotch, English and Irish craftsmen fol-

The Social Side 


Summer In China Reveals 


How Adaptable One Is 


By Melissa M. De Meo 


This semester, Meredith Gardner is 
taking Chinese at Phillips Academy. 

Last summer, she was in China, taking 
in the language and the whole culture 
first-hand. 

“It was incredible,’ said the 17-year- 
old. “Every day ... you’d wake up with 
such excitement.” 

Gardner was one of a group of high 
school and college students who spent six 
weeks in China through a program spon- 
sored by the Punaho School, Hawaii. She 
said she found out about it through a 
friend of her father, Dr. Howard Gard- 
ner of 5 Alden Road. 

Gardner’s father sold her on the idea, 
and she and two friends set off for Ha- 
waii for a week-long orientation session. 
During that time, Gardner got a chance 
to meet her fellow travelers and get an 
idea of what to expect in the Far East. 

But one week couldn’t prepare the stu- 
dents for everything. 

‘“‘When we first saw our room, we 
didn’t know whether to laugh or cry,” 
Gardner said. ‘It was the size of my 
closet — three little cots, one towel for 
three of us. We didn’t know what to 
expect, but that wasn’t it. 

“T said, ‘Don’t worry, I’ll call my dad 
in the morning; we don’t have to stay.’”’ 

The trio did stay, and even managed to 
make their room in the Beijing Teachers 
College livable, Gardner said. ‘‘We got 
so used to it we were kind of upset when 
we left.” 

While in Beijing, the students were re- 

uired to take classes in conversational 
Chinese from 8:30 to 11:30 in the morn- 
ing. Most of the time left over was theirs. 

“It was really good because it left you 
free time to wander around,” Gardner 
said. 

Gardner said she learned the compli- 
cated — and crowded — bus system. 

‘“‘We got around on the buses,” she 
said. “But it was weird — you’d be on 
this bus, jam-packed, with a person right 
up against your face, and they’d be star- 
ing at you.” 

Gardner recounted the time she was on 
a ferry boat with a group of friends. 

‘“‘We were just talking when we looked 
up and realized the whole boat was star- 
ing at us. Here, when someone catches 
you staring at them, you turn your head; 
but there, they weren’t embarrassed at 
all.” 

Gardner said the people were fas- 
cinated by non-Chinese looks: hair, nose 
and eyes. 

“Little kids would run up to us and 
touch us,” she said. ‘‘In the beginning, I 
was kind of turned off by it, but then I got 
used to it.” 

Buses and boats weren’t Gardner’s 
only form of transportation. She tried to 
join the crowds of bicyclists one rush 
hour. 

‘There were so many different bikes, 
just as if they were cars,” she said. “I 
haven’t crashed on my bike since I was 
about 12, but I fell off three times that 
da ”

Finding something to eat was almost 
as hard as staying on a bike. Gardner 
said she was warned not to eat the fruit 
because of the fertilizers used to make it 
grow. And drinking the water without 
boiling it first was out of the question. 

The students had to be content with 
whatever vegetable was in season, Gard- 
ner said. There was always pork, eggs 
and rice available as well. But once in a 
while, the students got the chance to eat 
traditionally American food. 

“We went out for hamburgers once — 
and they weren’t even that good — but 
they seemed like the best thing,” Gard- 
ner said. 

Gardner said she offered a Chinese 
teacher another American staple — a 
peanut M&M. But it was completely new 
to the teacher. 

“She peeled off the coating and spit out 
the peanut like it was a pit,” Gardner 
said. 

Once you found something suitabie to 
eat, you had to learn how to eat it — with 
chopsticks. Gardner said she grew so ac- 
customed to them that she had trouble 
with a fork and knife when she returned 
to the United States. 

A group of students, including Gard- 
ner, got a chance to see the inside of a 
home of a Chinese family. 

Interacting with the people of China, 
Gardner said, made her realize, not how 
different they are from Westerners, but 
how similar. 

“They share so many of the same 
values and dreams. And even though the 
government is Communist, they feel they 
could follow through on dreams,” she 
said. 

But Gardner didn’t just learn about 
other people; she said she learned some- 
thing about herseif too.

An Innocent Abroad 


By Meredith Gardner 


Gardner, a 17-year-old senior at Phillips Academy, spent six 
weeks of last summer in Beijing, China. She wrote the following 
orig for a creative writing course she took at Phillips the following 
all. 

Caged animals squawked and cackled on both sides. The piercing 
ring of bicycle bells warned me to get out of the way. Chinese men 
and women milled about buying the ingredients for their dinner. 
Under each canvas-covered stand a different item was sold. The air 
was permeated with a combined odor of rotten fruit, animal manure 
and human sweat. The area was crowded, each person following his 
own program. 

My pale, foreign face immediately stood out and, as usual, at- 
tracted a great deal of attention. Eyes on my face, body, clothes. My 
blue and pink shorts contrasted with the drab gray and white of the 
Chinese. Sweat ran down my neck tickling my back and settling in 
the damp, elastic waist of my shorts. The dust made my eyes itch 
and throat dry. 

A young woman carrying two large caged chickens bumped into 
me. They screeched violently and poked their heads out between the 
wooden bars. The girl mercilessly slapped them back. My air condi- 
tioned supermarket — how I love to march mindlessly up and down 
the aisles, tossing boxes of granola bars and ice cream into the 
rolling cart. 

The bugs buzzed loudly as they all swarmed together on a rotten 
watermelon. The. peaches sat in a huge bin — bugs crawled every- 
where — brown spots covering all of them “*Don’t pick out the ones 
with the brown, mushy spots,’’ Mom warned, ‘‘They’ll make you 
sick.’’ How come they didn’t make the Chinese sick? 

A monkey, a cat, and a dog-like animal sat in cages waiting to be 
sold. What delicacies! A skinned, bloody pig hung by its feet. A man 
cut off slabs of the fresh meat and sold them to the waiting custom- 
ers. The meat counter — the clean, stainless steel top where the 
butcher would place the cut of prime rib before wrapping it up. The 
neatly packaged hamburger meat. The clean, pale yellow chicken 
wings all enveloped in styrofoam and Saranwrap. 

The mixture of the heat, the noise and the scent made my head 
throb. People pushed ad shoved — loud Chinese chatter. A pail of 
hundreds of squirming snakes slithering over each other. A wooden 
board with a large nail at the top stained with blood. The butcher 
was a middle-aged man with a white apron. He plunged his hand 
into the pail and grabbed a squirming snake by the neck. He quickly 
pierced its head with the nail on the board. Blood dripped from its 
head like a melting icicle, as the snake’s movements became slower 
and slower. I stood frozen, fascinated, appalled. The butcher took a 
knife and adroitly carved a line all the way down its body. He sunk 

his hand in, pulled out the blood and the dripping guts and methodi- 
cally threw them into a pile on the floor. He scraped off the skin, 
carved out the meat, then handed it to his eager customer. 

Nausea. My stomach fluttered. My knees felt shaky and weak. 
Dizziness. My mouth watered as I felt my rice and bean lunch about 
to come up. My body burned. Sweat. Suddenly I turned and ran, 
crashing into people, tripping over pebbles on the dusty road until I 
could no longer hear or smell the Chinese grocery store. 


My legs dangled off the end of the bench as I sat uncomfortably 
waiting. My white socks were now a dusty brown, damp with sweat. 
A drip followed a crooked path down my cheek. The Chinese men 
and women all waited in silence. An old man with white hair and 
dark wrinkled skin at next to me reading a newspaper, the flesh on 
our legs pasted together by a sheet of moisture. 

At last I saw it coming in the distance—bus number 26 was finally 
here. In a mad rush, everyone began to press forward. The bus 
looked full before anyone at our stop even got on. The seats were all 
occupied. People were standing in the aisles and hanging out of the 
windows. I soon realized, however, that full is not a word in the 
Chinese vocabulary. One by one, the men and women squeezed 
themselves in like contortionists and I, too, tried to do the same. I 
wrenched myself in between an adolescent girl and a woman holding 
a child. 

The bus bounced up and down and I wobbled trying to keep my 
balance. The smell of human sweat filled the air. Nausea. The 
Trombly buses I take into Boston. The reclining seats. Air condition- 
ing. They’re so comfortable I’m sometimes even able to fall asleep. 

I felt eyes on me. I looked up to find the entire bus staring. Even 
the girl whose face was only an inch away from mine stared directly 
into my eyes, holding no regard for my, personal space. A child’s

They will join 650 representatives from 193 congrega- 
tions of the new Synod, one of 65 sub-units of the ELCA. 
The gathering will celebrate the inauguration of the new 
church under the theme ‘“‘One Lord, One Faith, One Bap- 
tism,”’ from the writings of St. Paul. 

By virtue of action taken by the Lutheran Church in 
America, the American Lutheran Church and the Associa- 
tion of Evangelical Lutheran Churches in 1981, the 
merged ELCA will begin in the fall of 1987. The new Lu-

America with 5.3 million baptized members. 

The delegates to this assembly will elect an entire slate 
of leaders to guide the new synod, which covers Lutherans 
in all six New England states. 

Elections will take place for bishop, secretary, treasur- 
er and a council of clergy and lay people 
which aids in the oversight of the mission and ministry of 
the synod. The bishop will be elected by “ecclesiastical 
ballot” which is a succession of secret ballots requiring a 
gradually descending percentage of votes to elect. Other 
officers are elected by nomination and simple majority. 

This convention will also take action on its constitutive 
documents and bylaws and a proposed $1.9 million budget 
for 1988. The convention has been planned by a 18-member 
transition team, made up of clergy and lay persons from 
the three merging bodies. 

Each congregation in the synod will be represented by 


two of-its lay persons elected by the congregation; seven 
of the largest churches will send three lay people. All ac- 


tive ordained clergy are automatically delegates.

A traffic study prepared by Vanass- 
Hangen concludes that all the area roads 
would be able to handle the impact of the 
proposed developments in the area—ex- 
cept for the intersection of North St. and 
River Road. In order to alleviate some of 
the impact, the study suggests the neces- 
sity of the widening of North St. and the 
installation of a traffic light at the inter- 
section. other than that, simple cutting 
back of vegitation will improve the other 
intersections in the area. 

Vanass-Hangen also examined the 
parking configuration of the devel- 
opment, and concluded that manuvering 
vehicles in the planned configuration 
may be difficult and could constitute a 
safety hazard.

Robert McQuade, Department of Pub- 
lic Works, commented that he is waiting 
to receive information from the devel- 
oper in order to make his recommenda- 
tion to the ZBA. 

Area residents came out to protest the 
development, mostly due to drainage 
and traffic concerns, similar to those 
they have with the “Northwoods” devel- 
opment. 

Joe Araujo, an engineer who moved 
into the neighborhood several weeks ago, 
spent a great deal of time cross examin- 
ing the development team about their 
procedure in conducting drainage calcu- 
lations and also explained that allowing 
such a development in its proposed loca- 
tion would isolate a single-family resi- 
dential area, ‘‘an unreasonable burden to 
place on the residents of North St.” 

“There must be other, better areas for 
it,”” he said, “I suggest that these be re- 
stricted to industrial areas,”’ like the pro- 
posed ‘‘Riverview Commons’’ on 
Andover Business Park Drive. 

Chairman Wesley Whitney commented 
that everyone likes the idea of affrodable 
housing, but everyone wants it ‘‘some- 
where else,” the so-called n.i.m.b.y. 
principal—‘‘Not in my back yard.”’ Whit- 
ney added that the town does not have 
the authority to deny a developer his 
right to apply for a comprehensive per- 
mit on any property in town. 

Marilyn Cronin, 117 North St., express- 
ed a concern not often heard—wildlife. 
According to Cronin, the wetlands on the 
property supports wildlife and plantlife 
that would be destroyed by the devel- 
opment of the land, especially since 
some of the construction would be within 
the buffer zone. “My main concern is 
keeping the quality of life,” she said, 
adding that during the seasons when 
there is no foliage, area residents will 
have this development staring them in 
the face. 

Although the board’s legal counsel, 
Atty. Robert Zollner, cautioned board 
members that the impact on schools 
could not be a sole reason for turning 
down a pro , Charles Cronin, 117 
North St., felt that it could and probably 
should be a major factor in the decision- 

ing process. 

According to Cronin, the school system

Article 8, if passed, would adopt chap- 
ter 73 of the Acts of 1986, known as the 
Comprehensive Property Abatement 
Package. 

According the State Representative 
Susan Tucker, this would allow many 
who are currently not protected under 
tax abatement to be included by increas- 
ing the income level allowed for abate- 
ment. Passage of this article, she said, 


=<. could help up to 500 Andover residents. 


In short, the article would, if passed, 


. act in three respects: 


Senior citizens over 70 who have owned 
and resided in a home for a period of five 
years, whose estate does not exceed $40,- 
000, (not including the home), would be 
eligible for Clause 17D property tax 
abatement. In Andover, the current 
abatement is $175, but the adoption of 
this act would raise it to $350. 


Single seniors with an annual income 
equal to or less than $13,000, or married 
seniors whose annual income is $15,600 
or less, would be eligible for Clause 41C 
abatement. Single seniors whose estate, 
including a home of 3 or less units and 
revenue received from those units, and 
with an income not exceeding $28,000, 
($30,000 for married seniors), are also 
eligible for the Clause 41C abatement. 
With passage of the article, abatement 
would be increased form $500 to $1,000. 

Finally, the article would allow for re- 
lief from revaluation for the elderly, the 


speaker while maintaining his right to 
respond to questions and points of view 
expressed by that speaker. 


Article 3 would allow a motion to re- 
consider a matter voted upon if directly 
following the vote it is determined that a 
quorum does not exist, and this matter 
would be placed first on the agenda for 
the next session of Town Meeting. 

Article 4, if passed, would disallow 
“speed bumps” on any street or way in 
Andover that is open to the public for 
vehicular traffic. 

Article ‘5 would position non-voters ad- 
mitted:to‘Town Meeting behind the Mod- 
erator_on, stagé-and the Moderator and 
hon-voters would be the only persons 
located on stage. 

Finally, Article 6 would require the 
Selectmen te provide every. voter in the 
town with an official copy of the Warrant 
for any annual or special Town Meeting, 
but devoid of any editorial comment or 
recommendations of any kind.

The Pay Raise 


Pay raises, unlike any other legislative issues, 
we everyone relates to in a personal 


Ina political sense, I 
probably lost twice on this one. 
Citizens who don’t like the idea 
of any pay raise per se will not 
like the fact that I voted yes. 
The House leadership, which 
needed a two-thirds vote to at- 
tach an emergency preamble 
to the bill does not like the fact 
that I voted no. ' 

In my nape or dry — pie 
emergency t perv an r- 
wise open process and led to cynicism about a 
self-serving | ture. First, it offends me 
that, among all the pressing problems in the 
Commonwealth, our own salaries could be con- 
sidered an “emergency” and go into effect 
immediately. Second, the attachment of the pre- 
amble prevents any repeal or recourse by the 
voters until 1988. While it is my position that the 
raise, after five years, was warranted, I feel the 
voters ought to have the opportunity to accept or 
reject the arguments before 1988. 

The pay raise itself was somewhat higher than 
the 5 percent cost of living for five years that I 
lobbied for, both behind the scenes and on the 
House floor amendments. However, I 
ultimately voted for the bill for several reasons, 


that the hours, bility and demands of 
this 8 pe deserve pe tee compensation. Tal- 
ented people ought to be able to consider public 
service without having to rely on a part-time 
law practice or real estate ventures for outside 
income. A built-in cost of living in this bill will 
prevent future legislatures from waiting for 
years to address this politically sensitive issue 
and then proposing huge raises in one lump 


sum. 

I know from my phone calls that a small seg- 
ment of citizens feels that all legislators are 
lazy, arrogant and self-serving; nothing I can 
write here will change their mind. However, | 
can and do invite any of my constituents to visit 
me at the State House and view the demands of 
my job first hand. To me, a 40-hour week would 
feel like a vacation. 

Likewise, a small segment of politicans are 
lazy and self-serving, but they do not work for 
me nor even for the legislature: they work for 
their districts. It is the voters in each district 
who decide every two years whether or not they 
are being properly represented. 

Finally, I must mention the hypocrisy which 
surrounds pay raises inside legislative cham- 
bers. It may not surprise you that some elected 
officials vote against any pay raise to look good 
in the press; yet they not only accept the raise, 
they admit privately that it is absolutely correct 
and justified. 

We have a phrase in the legislature for sensi- 
tive and difficult votes that are made with one’s

‘‘A longer session would mean less pressure for 
the kids.”’ 
i Linea Gershenberg, Early Childhood Center 
! Principal, told the school committee on May 19 
full-day sessions would provide ‘‘continuity” for 
kindergarteners. Students in longer sessions 
would be able to work on long-term projects, 
which she said is not feasible under split-ses- 
sions. This is because all work done by the 
morning session must be cleared away for the 
arrival of afternoon session students using the 
rooms. ; 

Committee member Margo Tilghman ex- 
pressed reservations about the plan, saying ‘‘it 
feels like we’re making kindergarten into Grade 
1,” but acknowledged changing attitudes do 
exist toward such a system. 

The report recommends a 9 a.m. to 3 p.m. 
daily program as part of a K-2 or K-3 early 
childhood center. This type of center is most 
desirable, the study stated, because children in 
that age group require similar instruction as 
they move from concrete thinking to abstract or 
symbolic thinking. 

The proposed kindergarten would necessitate 
an increase in both staff and space. ‘Extended 
activity periods would increase equipment 
needs,’’ the report said. Among new facilities 
required would be a wet area with a sink, a 
lavatory close to the classroom, and increased 
audio-visual equipment, stoves, dramatic play, 
science, large motor and computer equipment. 

Larger spaces (a regulation minimum of 1,200 
sq. ft.) would also be compulsory for such a pro- 
gram, the report said. 

The Early Childhood Center staff’s recom- 
mendations urged the School Committee to con- 
sider implementing a full-day plan, while also 
taking into account the need to attain 18 class- 
rooms of 1,200 sq. ft. and 18 teachers in order to

When a local police officer issues a ci- 
tation to a deco ing driver for 
violating the tranquility of town traffic, 
the offending motorist has the option to 
either pay his fine as penance or request 
a hearing before the court clerk-magis- 
trate. 

Some officials in Andover would like to 
see the elimination of the judicial proc- 
ess for selected lesser moving violations.
